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Ballard View Condos Again 
Under Fire Before Zoning Board 


Vehement objection by the “Ballard 
View Condominiums” affordable hous- 
ing developers did nothing to dissuade 
the Andover Zoning Board of Appeals 
from pursuing further information on the 
issues of possibie hazardous waste, sew- 
age and on-site culverts 

During the course of the third public 
hearing Tuesday night, the developer’s 
counsel repeatedly engaged in verbal 
warfare with board members and other 
town officials. The banter at various 
times elicited cheers and jeers from the 
samll but vocal audience. 

At the outset, Chairman Wesley Whit- 
ney recounted the issues to be ad- 
dressed—location of Clark Brook and its 
relation to two existing culverts, Board 
of Health concerns regarding the hazard- 
ous waste issue, and an initial Goldberg- 
Zoino report that had not been provided 
to the board. 

Robert McQuade, public works direc- 
tor, commented he had received no infor- 
mation regarding the sewage plans or 
the culverts prior to the afternoon of the 
hearing. When he contacted the devel- 
oper last Friday to question when the 
digging would be done, he was told the 
work had already been done. 

Atty. Neil Glick, counsel to the devel- 
oper, contended the work was done prop- 
erly, Clark Brook does not exist and the 
culvert in question actually ends on their 
site. Glick also stated the ‘unilateral 
nature” of the digging was nothing more 
than ‘‘a misunderstanding.” 

“It is impossible for me to believe,’’ 
countered Whitney, “‘that it was not un- 
derstood Mr. McQuade was to partici- 
pate.” In response, Glick invited 
McQuade to view what had been done. 
Whitney directed McQuade to do so, and 
evaluate whether or not more digging 
with the backhoe would be necessary 
McQuade accepted the invitation, but 
commented ‘‘They have shown no inter! 
est in doing that.”’ 

Glick stated having a backhoe on the 
property in case McQuade saw fit to use 
it was an exhorbitantly expensive propo- 
sition. Whitney reiterated the backhoe 
would only be requested if McQuade felt 
it necessary after viewing the prior 
work. ‘‘It’s a price you will have to pay,”’ 
said Whitney, for not having McQuade 
present during the dig as directed. 

Glick then presented plans for a sew- 
age pumping station to be installed if 
necessary after infiltration tests are

done in the spring. He offered the board 
the opportunity to place a condition bind- 
ing the developer to installing the pump- 
ing station if necessary. Again, McQuade 
expressed concern. 

Such a condition, said McQuade, would 
bind him to accepting the pumping sta- 
tion as the only solution should the spring 
test results find the current siphon inade- 
quate for the development. “‘I am not 
ready to accept that,”’ he said. 

Glick countered that if the developer 
were brought into further negotiations on 
this issue, ‘The offer may change....I 
can’t see why we have to continue.”’ He 
added there is not evidence supporting 
the fact that the culvert is an issue. 

McQuade commented ‘There is a 
Clark Brook’’ and that the developer’s 
original plans show the Clark Brook cul- 
vert being “picked up’ and brought 
around the site. 

In an effort to end the discussion, Glick 
commented “‘If you don’t believe us, put 
a condition on the permit.’’ Board mem- 
ber Wallace Bolton then expressed anger 
the developer did not do the culvert dig- 
ging as directed by the board. Glick 
again countered they had never agreed 
to have McQuade on-site during the dig- 
ging. ‘“‘I have the transcript here,” he 
commented, receiving further jeers 
from the audience. 

Director of Public Health, Everett 
Penney, then addressed the board, reit- 
erating his contention there be further 
testing for hazardous waste on the site 
before any permits are issued. Penney 
added the Board of Health had voted 
unanimously in favor of such a recom- 
mendation, but refused further explana- 
tion. ‘‘Because of pending litigation, | 
cannot comment further than that,’’ he 
stated. When asked later, Penney would 
only comment the Health Department is 
considering litigation against the devel 
oper in reference to a number of issues 

A letter from Board of Health Chair 
man, Dr. Douglas Dunbar, stated the 
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board had requested further investiga- 
tion by the Massachusetts Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (MEPA) and the 
Department of Environmental Quality 
and Engineering (DEQE). He then urged 
the board to also request further investi- 
gation before issuing permits. 

Glick responded that Walter Mullica of 
I.E.P. had done a complete study and 
found no reason for further investigation 
Since the town has hired I.E.P. to com- 
plete a 21E study on the Champy/Shet- 
land property, Glick believes, their 
opinion should be trusted. 

Continuing, Glick added if the board 
was not willing to accept Mullica’s opin- 
ion, they should consider the fact that 
MEPA saw no reason for further study of 
the land. “Take the Commonwealth’s 
word for it,”’ he urged. Counsel for the 
board, Atty. Robert Zollner, then asked 
Glick whether or not he had stated the 
I.E.P. report was in fact a full 21E. 
“Yes, it is,’’ responded Glick. 

Glick proceeded to contend his clients, 
Steven and James Feinberg, had pre- 
sented much more information for the 
board’s consideration than other com- 
prehensive permit applicants. He added 
that when he looked through other appli- 
cants’ files, they often did not contain or 
require 21E reports, although his client 
had been told they were required for all 
comprehensive permits. 

‘“‘Who told you that?” asked Whitney 

“Mr. Colyer,”’ answered Glick, refer- 
ring to town Physical Planner Stephen 
Colyer. 

Colyer put Glick on the spot, asking 
‘‘on what date’’ he had made such ; 
statement. Glick contended it was at the 
first meeting between the developers and 
Colyer regarding the application. Colyer 
refuted the allegation he had said am 
thing of the sort, on that day any ot)

dover had a population of 2,863 made up 
of 988 families living in 402 houses. Though the 
majority of the residents lived on farms and 
worked the land, it is important to note that 
Phillips Academy was founded three years after 
the American Revolution and factories to pro- 
duce gun powder and paper joined saw and grist 
mills along the Shawsheen River. By 1795 a map 
of the town was drawn by surveyors John Far- 
num and Moses Abbot illustrating major roads, 
rivers, ponds, bridges, mills and meeting 
houses. 

Miss Bailey, in her 1880 Historical Sketches of 
Andover, lists residents from families such as 
Abbot, Bridges, Chandler, Chickering, Johnson, 
Kittredge, Phillips, Poor, Osgood and Wilson on 
committees that took active roles in state and 
federal constitution debates. One group appoint- 
ed by the town in September 1786 met to make a 
report “to promote the general welfare and 
state what upon due deliberation appear to be 
grievances.”’ 

In the December 1787 town meeting, dele- 

tes, Peter | Dr. Thomas Kittredg 
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Andover At The Constitution 


and William Symmes, were chosen by ballot to 
represent Andover at the constitution conven- 
tion to decide how the state of Massachusetts 
would vote. Furthermore, these men were di- 
rected to oppose the proposed form of the consti- 
tution though a later town meeting record shows 
the community as quite divided on the topic. 

Osgood (1745-1801), son of Capt. Peter Osgood 
and Sarah Johnson, began his political career as 
a convention delegate and later became And- 
over’s representative to the General Court for 
many years. Kittredge (1746-1818), a prominent 
medical doctor, served as surgeon in the war for 
independence. Symmes (1760-1807), a younger 
man, trained in law at Harvard College. 

According to Dr. Fuess in Andover: Symbol of 
New England, Symmes delivered the final re- 
marks at the state convention. He spoke out in 
favor of the constitution as convincingly pre- 
sented by notable statesmen Samuel Adams and 
John Hancock. Massachusetts voted to accept 
the constitution as proposed for the Philadelphia 
convention by a vote of 187 to 68. Symmes was 
later memorialized by Senator Nathaniel Hazen 
as a true patriot, however, in 1788 local history 
records that he was pressured to leave town. 

It seems that later historians, as summarized 
in the 1888 History of Essex County, decided that 
Symmes’ change in vote may have been respon- 
sible for persuading other delegates to do so and 
may have been the catalyst for the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts’ delegates to vote fa-

Vision Of Boston

“City Limits: Images of Boston in Tran- 
sition,” a compilation of four photographers’ 
works, is not what one would consider a “pret- 
ty’”’ book, but it is both honest and compelling. 

The photographers obviously have mastered 
the technical aspects of black-and-white photog- 
raphy, allowing them to react to an image, rath- 
er than spend time worrying about such 
mundane matters as lighting. Their mastery of 
lighting, though, is part of what gives these pic- 
tures life. 

The strongest pieces in the book are the ‘‘peo- 
ple” photographs. ‘‘Location’’ shots had far less 
impact —they could have been taken in any ma- 
jor city. That criticism could be spread to the 
whole book, if one were to be picky. 

Nevertheless, in the peopie-oriented images, 
the artists’ sensitivity *o their subjects and their 
sense of timing shone through. The honesty 
(only one was obviously posed) is what makes 
the pictures jump out from the page and grab 
you. 

Kelly Wise, who edited the collection, contrib- 
uted the above photograph, epitomizing the 
phrase ‘“‘timing is everything.”’ It is doubtful the 
child had any idea of the impact of what he was 
doing, but Wise instinctively did. It is not only 
beautifully composed, it tells a story and 
inspires thought. 

The blurred image technique is somewhat 
overused, detracting from the impact of some 
pictures rather than contributing to it. It ap- 
pears the photographers were uncertain an 
image could stand on its own merit and em- 
ployed this bit of minor technical wizardry to be 
safe. My eye often went directly to that blurred 
portion, drawing my attention away from the 


rest of the picture. 

Wise chose photographs that concentrated 
rather heavily on the poorer neighborhoods and 
people. Although I commend the effort to avoid 
presenting nothing more than a book of picture 
postcards, it went to the opposite extreme. With- 
out a picture or two at the swan boats or histori- 
cal sites, much of the essence of Boston is 
ignored. If one did not know these were taken in 
Boston, or were not familiar with the city, one 
would never make the connection. 

Still, it is one of the most captivating collec- 
tions compiled. I readily admit that part of my 
adoration is resultant of my personal familiarity 
with many of the locations, but even those not so 
familiar would be hard put to avoid feeling these 
photographs. The four photographers’ works 
both compliment and contrast each other, offer- 
ing a balance of style and viewpoint. 

I found myself smiling along with the four 
teens depicted in Polly Brown’s photograph at 
the entrance to the English High School Senior 
Prom. Desolation oozes from the man and wom- 
an Roswell Angier photographed walking down 
Washington Street in Roxbury. I laughed aloud 
at the Daughters of St. Paul playing volleyball 
in their habits, a candid snared by Bill Burke. 
And Kelly Wise constantly creates social com- 
mentary by capturing not only people or places, 
but the relationship or irony between the two. 

These artists captured the true essence of ev- 
eryday life in Boston, though I would not refer to 
it as “Transition”’. 

Personally, I will display a copy of this book 
on my coffee table—right next to its distant 
cousins, ‘‘A Day in the Life of America’ and 
‘Nantucket Island.”

Church, Andover, on Friday, Oct. 2, at 8 p.m. 

One of the leading organists of our times, Pre- 
ston is in demand as a concert organist and will 
perform throughout the United States and Cana- 
da during his tour. He began his musical train- 
ing as a chorister in the choir of King’s College, 
Cambridge. After studying organ at the Royal 
Academy of Music in London, he returned to 
King’s College as organ scholar and obtained 
the master of arts and bachelor of music de- 
grees. His career has included organist and tu- 
tor in music at Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
concentrated on lecturing and teaching and on 
training the Cathedral Choir. Preston was ap- 
pointed organist and master of the choristers for 
Westminster Abbey in 1980. 

The organ dedication culminates a project 
which began more than two years ago. The new 
Bozeman Organ has been built by the George 
Bozeman Company of Deerfield, N.H., and re- 
places the South Church organ originally built 
around the turn of the century for Phillips Aca- 
demy by Hook and Hastings and moved to South 
Church in 1931. 

Work on the new organ has been on-going 
since early 1986 when design plans were com- 
pleted. The old organ was removed in the spring 
of 1986 so the building could proceed at the Boze- 
man shop. Pieces of the organ were delivered to 
South Church in December 1986 and installation, 
voicing and tuning were completed in March 
1987.

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Organ, Synthesizers 


Concert organist Earl L. Miller will present a 
program using a pipe organ and three synthesiz- 
ers in the Ashburn Chapel at Brooks School, 
North Andover, on Sunday, Sept. 27, at 4 p.m. 
This combining of two technologies, the ancient 
art of pipe organ building and the late-20th cen- 
tury developments in micro-chip sound devel- 
opment, is unique. To date the two instruments 
are rarely heard together in a classical format 
and the program Miller has devised may well be 
a first for the Greater Boston area. Miller pre- 
sented the first program of this type in Lake- 
port, N.H. 

Although several organists have combined the 
synthesizer with an organ for additional special 
effects, Miller is treating the electronic, sound 
producing keyboards as an orchestra to accom- 
pany the school’s famous pipe organ. As Miller 
states, ‘“‘There is a lot of music literature writ- 
ten during the Baroque and Classical periods for 
organ and orchestra. Unfortunately, you have to 
have an orchestra to perform these works.”’ 
Miller has programmed the synthesizers to play 
the orchestra parts while he performs the organ 
solos on a true pipe organ. 

His equipment consists of three different elec- 
tronic keyboards. The most basic element is a 
Yamaha DX-21, a synthesizer that creates tradi- 
tional sounds and some amusing sound effects 
Miller uses this instrument principally to create 
[ Ind hord and bells His s I 

eyboard is an Ensoniq Mirage digital sampling 
keyboard. This instrument takes actual record 
ed sounds of live instruments and recreates 
them digitally. He assigns percussion (tirmpani), 
oboes, bassoons and singers, the instrument is 
actually capable of reproducing the sounds of 
choirs. 

The brain for the entire system is an Ensoniq 
ESQ-1 digital wave synthesizer and sequencer. 
This keyboard not only supplies orchestral 
strings and brass, but also ‘“‘memorizes”’ all of 
the music. “It has a vast memory for notes and 
not only plays and changes sounds within itself, 
but also plays the other instruments,’ Miller 
explains. One picece on the program is for a 
synthesizer solo, a set of variations Miller de- 
vised based on the tune ‘‘Three Bline Mice’’ in 
which more than 35 different sounds, traditional 
and not so traditional will be heard. 

Miller believes that the Brooks School concert 
may well be the first public concert in this state 
utilizing these instruments in this manner. 

The program will begin with a work by the 
Frenchman Lully, the synthesizers providing 
brass, percussion and strings, followed by one of 
W.A. Mozart’s church sonatas (Kirchensonaten 
in C) for organ, two violins, cello and harpsi- 
chord. 

The 16th-century Italian composer Giovannia 
Gabrieli created many works for multiple choirs 
and instruments in the Cathedral of St. Marks, 
Venice. The Christmas mote, ‘‘O Magnum Mys- 
terium,” was originally written for a double, 
eight-part choir, In Miller’s arrangement, the 
Brooks Sct _»ipe organ will serve as one of the

client had presented much more infor- 
mation than other applicants. ‘‘I would 
like to see no further testing...Allega- 
tions are being made in the newspapers 
much to our detriment. It’s time to put it 
to bed.” 

Board member Carol McDonough, af- 
ter examining the MEPA letter stating 
no further investigation was necessary, 
cited the fact it had been signed by a Mr. 
Davis rather than Secretary Hoyt, as 
stated by the developer. Once she was 
assured this was normal procedure, the 
hearing moved into the public comment 
phase. 

Resident Sharon Heller, representing 
the Ballardvale Village Improvement 
Society, (BVIS), submitted an MBTA 
map shich she said showed the culverts 
running directly under the railroad 
tracks, not ending on the proposed hous- 
ing site. She also submitted numerous 
photographs depicting flood conditions. 

Heller added she felt the I.E.P. enviro- 
nemental report was “rather flimsy’’ 
and that the report states ‘‘acetone is not 
a hazardous waste.’’ But when Heller 
looked up the chemical, she found the 
federal government had assigned it a 
number on the list of hazardous materi- 
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study, had stated the I.E.P. report was 
not a 21E. 

Whitney then expressed the board’s in- 
tention to hire a consultant to decide 
whether or not further enviromental stu- 
dy is warranted. ‘‘Pending the report of 
our consultant, I am going to continue 
the hearing,”’ he concluded. 

Glick contended that ‘‘the record is 
full’ and the board should cast a deci- 
sion on the record as it stands. Explain- 
ing that the board “is of limited 
expertise’ Whitney said the hiring of 
consultants when questions arise is nor- 
mal procedure. 

Glick stated that his client may or may 
not be willing to continue the hearing fur- 
ther, and he wished to consult with his 
clients before agreeing. Whitney called a 
short recess. 

When Whitney resumed the rearing, 
Glick stated ‘‘our stong objection to that 
process’’—to the proposed continuance 
and the hiring of a consultant by the 
town.

tion of school improvement and better lear 
ing.’’ The philosophy of ‘‘school culture’’ is that 
‘“‘good seeds grow in strong cultures.” 

The program lists twelve behavior patterns 
that affect school culture, including collegiality, 
experimentation, high expectations, trust and 
confidence and tangible support. 

Other blocks in the foundation of school cul- 
ture are reaching out to knowledge bases, ap- 
preciation and recognition of others, caring, 
celebration and humor, involvement of staff in 
decision making, protection of what’s impor- 
tant, traditions, and honest, open communica- 
tion. 

Martha Walsh, a second-grade teacher at San- 
born Elementary, explained the list is not ‘“‘a 
dictated how-to doctrine,’ but rather a set of 
‘building blocks’’ for each school to consider 
individually. “‘This is a K-12 program for the 
entire town,’’ she stated, ‘‘but it will be different 
at every school.”’ 

At Sanborn, Walsh said, ‘‘we have chosen to 
concentrate on tangible support this year.’’ She 
defined tangible support at Sanborn as a com- 
mitment to sufficient classroom materials. 

For example, Walsh commented, ‘“‘for our 
reading program, Eileen Woods (Sanborn prin- 
cipal) made sure every child had their own

At West Elementary, Assistant Principal 
Charles Friel said support of fellow profession- 
als, or collegiality, will be one aspect of school 
culture stressed this year.

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We’re not going to pe saying ‘put your books 
down, it’s time to be nice to each other.’ It just 
means having teachers compliment each other, 
complimenting the support staff, like the custo- 
dians who keep the place clean.” Children learn 
from observation, said, ‘‘and they can’t help 
from benefit from this.”’ 

‘ Walsh agreed a more positive attitude among 
adults “filters down to the students,”’ and she 
noted “this program affects students, parents, 
teachers, custodians, the whole support staff, in 
a positive way.” 

Walsh cautioned against unrealistic expecta- 
tion for school culture. “It’s not an overnight 
thing,’’ she commented. ‘‘To properly imple- 
ment all of these goals will take eight to ten 
years.” 

One aspect of school culture that may cause 
some difficulty, Walsh said, would be staff in- 
volvement in decision making. ‘“‘We’ll be all 
right,”’ she remarked, ‘‘as long as people realize 
‘involvement’ isn’t the same thing as making 
the decisions. The final decision still belongs to 
the principal on many matters.”’ 

McKenna said he would like to see members 
of the school committee, parents, and ‘‘a better 
cross-section of the community” more involved 
in school culture. Alexander said another semi- 
nar for more local educators is planned for next 
year. 

In the interim, Alexander added, the Andover 
school culture committee (‘‘we don’t have an 
official name, it’s quite informal’’) will hold ar 
ther meeting on September 30 t

The amendment pro- 
hibits a young man who is required to 
register from being appointed to a posi- 
tion in an executive agency of the federal 
government unless he has registered. 

All young men must register with Se- 
lective Service at any local post office 
within 30 days of their 18th birthday. 
Failure to register is a felony punishable

Students, Staff Celebrate Constitution’s Birthday

Andover High School students and staff packed the 
Collins Center Thursday morning to celebrate America’s 
real bicentennial— the 200th Anniversary of the ratification 
of the U.S. Constitution. 

Dr. Kenneth Seifert, superintendent of schools, said the 
all-school assembly, featuring an address by Massachusetts 
Attorney General James Shannon, was just one of many 
activities designed to educate students about our nation’s 
history. 

Four lawyers from the Massachusetts Bar Association 
led Social Studies classes in discussions of constitutional 
law, Seifert said, and essay contests were taking place in 
English classes. ‘“‘We also will choose one Andover High 
student as a John Hancock scholar next February,” he 
addded. This student will join colleagues from other Massa- 
chusetts High Schools to reenact the signing of the state 
constitution next year. 

Seifert introduced Shannon to the students as a man who 
“has had a positive impact on behalf of the consumer.” 
While serving as the Commonwealth’s top lawyer, the su- 
perintendent commented, Shannon has “‘been at the foref- 
ront of issues such as telephone rates, auto insurance, and 
the problem of nuclear waste disposal.’’ 

The attorney general’s 20-minute speech emphasized the 
guaranteed personal freedoms allotted under the Constitu- 
tion, and the document’s limitations on governmental 
authority. 

“The first ten amendments—the Bill of Rights—put limits 
on the government, thereby protecting our basic rights,” 
Shannon stated. ‘“‘You and I freely go to our own churches 
or synagogues without fear of interference by anyone. Or 
we can stay home and not go at all. It says so in the Bill of 
Rights.”’ 

The Separation of Powers under the Constitution, Shan- 
non told the students, was devised by our Founding Fathers 
to answer ‘‘one central question: who should have power, 
and how much?”’ The system of checks and balances was 
developed, he continued, to give specific authority to all 
three branches of government, while making certain none 
of these “‘got out of hand.” 

The resulting Constitutional Democracy was ‘“‘a govern- 
ment that would hold together under fire,’’ Shannon said. 
The new government, the Attorney General remarked, 
‘“‘was a system that would survive fierce domestic conflict— 
a devastating civil war, presidential assassinations, the 
Great Depression, the battles over voting rights and civil 
rights, the tragedies of McCarthyism, Vietnam and Water- 
gate.” 

Shannon praised the Constitutional amendment process 
for correcting ‘‘unfinished business’ not included in the 
original document. ‘‘It took decades of struggle and a civil 
war that tore our country in half, but in 1865 the 13th 
Amendment made slavery unconstitutional. And the 15th 
and 20th amendments said that people of color, and all 
women, had a right to participate in our democracy—the 
right to vote.”’ 

The role of the Supreme Court in upholding the constitu- 
tion was also reviewed by the Attorney General. ‘‘The 
Framers wrote down some general principles. It was the 
courts, they said, who would make sure that these prin- 
ciples were properly applied over time.” 

Shannon reflected on changes in the court because of the 
Judicial Review process. He referred to the Plessy vs. Fer- 
guson case of 1896, which upheld segregation, as an exam- 
ple of how slow progress has been for minorities in the 
United States. “It wasn’t until 1954 (Brown vs. Board of 
Education) that the Court reversed this position,’’ Shannon 
commented. 

Since then, he noted, “‘the Court has come to be a strong 
force in assuring that no American is denied the promises 
in the Constitution of liberty, justice and equality.”’ 

Injecting partisan politics into his oratory, Shannon made 
veiled references to Supreme Court nominee Robert Bork. 
“There is some causefor concern,”’ he said. ‘There are peo- 
ple today who want to turn back the clock. Through the 
courts or with Constitutional amendments, they seek to

narrow or repeal some of our most basic rights.’’ 

Young people, Shannon concluded, should “‘seize the op- 
portunity to stand up and express your point of view.”’ He 
urged the students to become active in politics and to be- 
come more generally politically aware. ‘Your decisions 
and your actions,’’ he said, ‘‘will help determine what con- 
dition the Constitution will be in when you pass it on to the 
generations that will follow you.”’ 

Andover High student Shawn Lynch, who described him- 
self as ‘politically interested,” said he found Shannon’s 
address ‘‘quite interesting.”” Student Don Mathias charac- 
terized the assembly as “‘worthwhile’’ for students hoping 
to learn more about American history. 

As part of the Bicentennial celebration, students in Social 
Studies were asked to review ten Supreme Court cases and 
render decisions in classroom discussion. 

Attny. John Flemming, of Sarrouf, Terricone and Flem- 
ming of Boston, led a third-period class in a discussion of 
student rights, based on a 1985 privacy case involving a 
New Jersey teenager who was discovered smoking mari- 
juana following a search of her purse by an assistant princi- 
pal. The Court ruled the administrator acted within limits 
in the search, as there was “‘reasonable”’ cause. 

The ten-case exercise included Supreme Court decisions 
on Freedom of Speech (Spence Vs. Washington), Abortion 
(Maher Vs. Roe, Harris Vs. MacRae) and the Bakke Vs. 
California case which upheld preferential treatment for mi- 
norities as a consideration in admission to the Berkeley 
medical school. 

Flemming also discussed the role of politics in selecting 
Supreme Court Justices. ‘There is an incredible polariza- 
tion occurring on Individual Rights on the Supreme Court,”’ 
he said. “‘That’s why so many people are concerned abou‘- 
Judge Bork.”’

With present budget constraints, she contin- 
ued, it is not practical to “have someone 
‘there 24 hours a day.” If the problem were 
more severe, the community service director 
pointed out, such steps might be taken. ‘‘If we 
had constant vandalism totaling in the thou- 
sands of dollars, it would be different,’ she 
explained. 

Pearson said it was “‘ironic’’ that the 
vandals chose to strike while Nader was off- 
duty. “The teenagers, and people in their 
young twenties, don’t hang around there as 
much now that we have someone around,” 
she noted. ‘‘There is less litter and the park is 
under control more now:”’ 

Nader said he makes several spot-checks of 
the park each night, and he believes he acts 
as a deterrent to many potential acts of 
mischief. ‘‘A lot of times people will see my 
vehicle parked there and leave,” he said. ‘‘Of 
course, that depends on what they’re 
planning to do.” 

The officer said many residents use the 
park for legitimate recreational purposes like 
tennis or basketball. ‘It’s a small, small 
minority who abuse it.”’ 

Nader acknowledged the park used to be a 
common party spot ‘‘years ago,’’ but added 
‘vou can’t place the blame on any particular 
person or group. You can’t just say ‘it’s those 
kids again.” 

The officer added, ‘‘I honestly don’t know 
what to do about it.”’ 

Pearson was also at a loss to combat the 
situation. ‘This is the third rainy night stact 
the spring where this type of. “arlg has 
happened,’’ she commented. ‘“rfie police are 
very cooperative.

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A Loss To Andover 


Andover, as a community, suffered a 
significant loss this past week with the 
death of William A. Doherty, 82, whose 
life was dedicated to the town and partic- 
ularly to its education program. 

He’ was a family man to be sure, but it 
was his interest in fostering the best edu- 
cational program possible for Andover’s 
young people that stands out. 

He served on the Andover school com- 
mittee for 39 years, establishing a record 
for continuous service, believed to be the 
longest in the state. 

His election to the school committee in 
1931 is an interesting one, giving full indi- 
cation of his dedication to his native com- 
munity. 

In those days the press was barred 
from school committee and other meet- 
ings in Andover. The closed-door policy 
was rampant in that period of Andover’s 
history. So, Bill Doherty decided to do 
something about it. He ran and was 
elected to the board. Doherty at the time 
was the Andover correspondent for the 
Lawrence Eagle-Tribune, thus the public 
became aware of what was happening in 
their public schools. 

Since that time there have been such 
things as open-meeting laws which are 
designed to insure openness in public 
meetings. The laws provide some lever- 
age for closed sessions under particular 
circumstances, but Bill Doherty through 
to his final meeting on the Andover 
school committee, never voted to go 
behind closed doors. 

His biggest concern was in providing 
adequate housing for the school’s educa- 
tion system. 


He had a general feeling that the town 
was too interested in saving money rath- 
er than building adequate facilities, and 
to this end, Doherty continually made his 
thoughts known and generally succeeded 
in providing the town with a solid build- 
ing. 

He was prime mover in the creation of 
the Collins Center for the Performing 
Arts, although his sincere feeling that the 
structure was not big enough failed to 
win adjustment in the final planning 
stages. 

Failing health prevented him from 
presiding over luncheon meetings at 
Ford’s in downtown Andover during 
which Bill would expound on a variety of 
subjects. In most cases, Bill’s thoughts 
generally were provocative, his predic- 
tions accurate, his advice well taken. 

He was an ardent follower of Andover 
High athletics. Among his more notable 
accomplishments was support of the 
Punchard-Andover All-Girl Marching 
band of the era preceding the current 
high school musical unit. 

He was a dedicated and devout mem- 
ber of St. Augustine’s parish. 

About the only thing Bill failed to ac- 
complish was the installation of a swim- 
ming pool in the new high school. But, he 
got rocks removed from playfields, he 
insured adequate and quality construc- 
tion of new schools as well as other pub- 
lic buildings, and continuously sought 
quality education for all levels. 

Bill Doherty was that type of person 
whose dedication to public service is a 
rarity. He will be missed by a grateful 
Andover community.

Honesty, Truth, 
Trust Needed 


Te The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I have sat back over the last six weeks and let 
your paper print inaccuracies about things I 
have said and slanderous editorials about my 
intentions and character and have remained 
silent, but I will not sit back and let your charac- 
ter assassinations now turn to the residents of 
Andover because they have chosen to support 
me. 

No resident of Andover I have ever talked to is 
against affordable housing. In fact, many of the 
people that support me are elderly and of mod- 
est means themselves. To say that Andover resi- 
dents want to ‘put up a fence to keep the rest of 
the world away” is totally inaccurate and shows 
that the writer of the editorial of September 17, 
1987, doesn’t bother to research both sides but 
uses his or her position on the paper to try to 
persuade others to his or her prejudiced views. 
Andover already has over 400 low-income hous- 
ing units while many towns have none. 

The residents of Andover are not bigots or 
snobs and not only are willing to see affordable 
housing built, but want it. They don’t want, how- 
ever, high density developments that overtax 
our schools and infrastructure, ruin the charac- 
ter of neighborhoods and jeopardize our environ- 
ment. They want small-scale developments 

architecture that fits in with existing 

ieighborhoods and placed on ind 
that have the infrastructure to support ther 
The question arises, ‘Should the town deve a 
its affordable housing the way its residents want 
or should it give in to builders’ demands for 
large-scale, high-density developments?” I feel 
we can stay with well-designed, small-scale de- 
velopments and still provide developers with 
sufficient profits to make the project worthwhile 
economically. 

In my opinion, the entire affordable housing 
issue has been mishandled in this town. My dis- 
missal from the Housing Partnership Commit- 
tee was handled just as poorly. Mr. Mahony 
knows very well I am not against affordable 
housing. I was not even given a chance to defend 
myself before my removal 

The real issue here is not housing, but honest 
truth and trust. For people to trust their govern- 
ment officials, they have to be told the truth, 
honestly and openly. 

In closing, may I suggest that your paper not 
be so easily deceived and so quick to label the 
town as a snob town with a bad attitude. And- 
over is filled with honest, decent folk who only 
ask for truth from their government and a fair 
chance to be heard. To me, Andover is such a 
nice town because of its good people.

Andover High football Coach Dick Collins won’t be mak- 
ing any offensive adjustments for Saturday’s game at 
Haverhill—he’ll just pray it doesn’t rain. 

‘‘We’ll do things on offense this week we weren’t able to 
do (last week) because of the weather,” Collins said, ref- 
erring to the Warriors’ 14-2 setback at the hands of power- 
house Chelmsford last Friday night at Lovely Field. 

Haverhill, while not nearly as formidable an opponent, 
is ‘vastly improved over last year,’’ (when Andover beat 
them 42-0) Collins remarked. ‘They tied Lowell, nothing 
to nothing,” he noted, ‘‘Lowell was a team favored in the 
league this year.” 

Coach Collins said he expects to see more passes thrown 
Saturday afternoon than during last Friday’s Monsoon 
Bowl, when Chelmsford quarterbacks threw just four 
times, connecting twice for a total of 20 yards. Unfortu- 
nately for the local eleven, one of the completions was a 
15-yard scoring strike from Dan Keefe to the Lions’ Mr. 
Everything, Kyle Cripps. 

Cripps also ran 28 yards for Chelmsford’s first touch- 
down, following Derek Robinson’s recovery of a Devon 
Arsenault fumble on the Andover 26. The heavy rains fell 
throughout the game, hindering the offense of both teams, 
who accounted for four turnovers apiece. 

Poor field position contributed to the Warriors’ woes 
during the first half, Collins said. “They got those two 
quick touchdowns, and with the rain hindering our of- 
fense, we were in the hole.” 

“Chelmsford kept getting the ball in our half of the 
field’’ Collins commented. ‘“‘We never got that opportunity 
the whole game. Whenever we were driving we had to go 
all the way down the field.” 

Only Andover’s rugged defensive front prevented an 
early blowout. Twice during the first hi lf the Warriors 
stopped Chelmsford’s grinding running game inside the 20 
yard line, once on a fourth-and-goal from the Andover 
one. 

Cripps (16 carries, 104 yards), exhibited a combintion of 
strength and finesse that slashed through the Warriors on 
several occasions. ‘‘Cripps is probably the best back we’ll 
face all year,” stated Collins. 

As if the rain weren’t enough, the scoreboard clock gave 
out during the second quarter, resulting in confusion 
among all concerned parties. 

The Warriors mounted their sole drive of the first half 
shortly before the gun sounded, with Arsenault carrying 
three times for 48 yards to get his team to the Chelmsford 
20 before time expired.

Professor 
Has Book 
Published 


The Catholic University of America Press has 
just published The Theological Aesthetics of 
Hans Urs von Balthasar by Dr. Louis Roberts, 
associate dean of arts and sciences and profes- 
sor of modern languages at Merrimack College. 

“The 266-page work is an assessment of the 
theologian’s work, which approaches theology 
as “a contemplative reflection upon what God 
has done through culture, art and beauty.” 

“Balthasar exemplified a particular kind of 
theological enterprise,” Roberts said. ‘‘Because 
he views theology as a kind of literary criticism, 
his work is important, not only to theologians, 
but to scholars in the field of literature and let- 
ters.” 


Born in Lucerne, Switzerland, in 1905, Baltha- 
sar was ordained a Jesuit priest in 1936, but left 
the Society of Jesus in 1950 and founded the lay 
order of the Community of St. John and became 
a priest of the Diocese of Chur in Switzerland. 

e has written dozens of books on the Church 
Fathers and produced major monographs on 
such authors as Georges Bernanos and Karl 
Barth. Called by theologian Henri de Lubac “‘the 
most cultured man in Europe,’’ Balthasar’s 
work is acclaimed on the continent, but largely 
unknown in the English-speaking world. 

Roberts studied all of Balthasar’s works in 
their original German. His book includes a se- 
— representative of the theologian’s major 

emes. 


Roberts writes, “Balthasar begins with the 
conviction that the concept of beauty is the foun- 
dation of the classical world—its myths, philoso- 
phy, art and literature—and that the loss of that 
transcendental quality of beauty in theology has 
been disastrous, for example, the overemphasis 
on scholasticism and the lesser appreciation of 
the mystical. Balthasar’s fresh presentation of 
authors from the classical period (Homer to Eu- 
ripedes, Vergil to Horace), from the Church Fa- 
thers (Origin to Augustine) and modern writers 
(Racine to Brecht) make him a major contribu- 
tor to this literary tradition.”’ 


Roberts holds a doctorate in classics from the 
State University of New York at Buffalo and the 
S.T.L. (licentiate) in philosophy and theology 
from the University of Innsbruck, Austria. 


It was in Austria as a student of Karl Rahner 
ig became interested in Balthasar and his 
work. 

Formerly professor of classics and humani- 
ties at Syracuse University, Roberts came to 
Merrimack in July. He is the author of numer- 
ous articles and several books, including The 
Achievement of Kar! Rahner.

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Reassignment Of Teacher Eases 


Overcrowded First Grade : 


The reassignment of a Bancroft 
Elementary school first grade teacher to 
South Elementary has alleviated over- 
crowded classroom conditions at South. 

“All student-teacher ratios are within 
policy guidelines” said Lois Haslam, As- 
sistant School Superintendent for Curric- 
ulum and Instruction. A problem arose 
during the opening week of school when 
higher-than-expected enrollments at 
South left just three teachers to contend 
with 80 first-graders, or almost 27 
students per instructor. 

The decision to transfer a Bancroft 
teacher stemmed from low student-tea- 
cher ratios there. An average of only 16.6 
first grade students were enrolled at 
Bancroft. ‘‘Both schools now have ratios 
within the accepted guidelines,’’ Haslam 
commented. 

James Redmond, head of the Andover 
Education Association (AEA), said Vale- 
rie Rurack, a first-grade teacher at Ban- 
croft, volunteered to switch schools in 
order to alleviate crowding at South. 

“She made a very professional deci- 
sion,’ Redmond said, ‘changing schools 
during the year is very difficult to do.” 

The teachers’ union official termed the

move ‘‘the best and most feasible option 
for all concerned,” adding ‘“‘to hire an- 
other teacher from outside at this point”’ 
would work for South Elementary, but 
would not solve the problem of too low a 
pupil-instructor ratio at Bancroft. He 
said both schools now have first-grade 
classes of about 20 students each. 

Redmond pointed out the change “will 
be a difficult thing for people at Bancroft 
to make, just as it is difficult for the peo- 
ple at South to move everything around. 
He added ‘“‘things are evening out” now, 
“and I have the faith that things are 
being done well.’”’ 

Haslam praised the cooperation be- 
tween the two buildings. ‘“‘Both schools 
worked very closely with teachers’ and 
parents’ groups in planning the move,”’ 
she stated. ‘“‘The custodians moved the 
furniture during the weekends.”’ 

Jade Auger, principal of South El- 
ementary, thanked the five custodians 
who came in on Saturday ‘“‘and worked 
like a moving company.” 

Auger explained that, in order to make 
room for Ms. Rurack, a third-grade 
classroom located next to the existing 
first-grade classes had to be moved to 


another part of the building. 

This class subsequently displaced a 
fourth-grade class, which had to be 
moved to the music room: The music 
room then had to be vacated, with music 
classes now being taught from the school 
cafeteria or from other classrooms. 

“The custodians came in and moved 
four rooms on one Saturday,” Auger 
said. ‘““That was absolutely wonderful.” 

The faculty of South “‘has also been 
wonderful,” the principal continued. 
“The teachers offered to give up their 
faculty room for the music classes,”’ she 
recounted, “but I opted not to go that 
way because the room was too small and 
I felt it would cause too great a hardship 
for the faculty.”” Auger added the school 
is examining several options for the mu- 
Sic program. 

Haslam said she has checked with both 
schools on their progress in realigning 
the first grade, and remarked the proc- 
ess ‘“‘has been done as quickly and effec- 
tively as possible.” 

While there do not appear to be any 
more enrollment “trouble spots” at this 
time, Haslam was cautious. “No matter 
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how closely we could project population 
from one year to the next,” she ex- 
plained, ‘‘there will be occasions when 
enrollment exceeds the boundaries we 
set forth.” 

Population, she said, is “‘quite capri- 
cious, and can’t always be predicted. 
People should expect these things to 
happen from time to time.”’
